THAT about the year one thouſand ſeven hundred 
and ten, a Scheme was formed by the wicked Miniſtry 
of the much miſguided QUEEN ANNE, to ſet 
aſide the Hanover ian SUCCESSION to the Crown of 
theſe Realms, as limited by AcT of PARLIAMENT, and 
to place an abjured Pretender upon the Throne. 


As the Cayirtar Crrv muſt, generally, lead an Ex- 
ample 'to all others, the firſt attempt was to be made 
on DvuBLin: She was firſt to be Sacrificed, that other 
Cities might more eaſily fall. And, as the Sure, nay, 
perhaps, the only way of Subverting our Confitution, 
the Influencing and corrupting Elections was attempted 


univerſally, but more particularly, more forcibly in 
Dublin. 


Tursk Perfidious flaves exerciſed all their ſiniſter In- 
Fluence and moſt artful Corruptions in the Elections of 
Members of Parliament, in Vain; but in the Elections 
of the Magiſtrates of Dublin, Bribery and every kind 
of Corruption; Perjury, Fraud and open Force and Vio- 
tence were, at firſt, under a Maſque, but afterwards, 
publicly employed. | 

AFTER having tried, in vain, te corrupt ALDER- 
MAN RALPH GORE, the then, Lord Mayor, with 
a large Bribe, to pack but thirty two Men, named to 
him, by the Government, into the Commons, to prepare 
the Way for their intended Treaſon; they judged it ne- 
ceſlary, to let ſome of the Aldermen into their infernal Secret, 
in order to make them the Tools of their dark Defigns. 
---To get One of the Board choſen, Lord Mayor, againſt 
the time, the Election of the Commons was to come on,

Tu firſt, Alderman Sammel Cooke, was LORD 


> MAYOR, 4y Law, from Micbaclmas, one thouſand - 
= ſeven hundred and twelve, to Michaelmas, one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and thirteen; and, by ilbgal Force, from 
© that to the Queen's Death. This Gentleman was, in 
the Year one thoufand ſeven hundred and Eleven, 
Elected to ſerve the Mayoralty, but his Merit being not 
then 4nown, or approved, by their Excellencies, and their 
Honors of the Council and Bench, he was Sct afide. But, 
= for Reaſons beſt known to the Partners, he was now 
approved, and bonored, like other Modern Heroes, wich 
EKnigbt- hood. 


Tur Documents he received, muſt have been, to 
perform what he afterwards effeted, and was Supported in, 


1 by the Miniſiry; to get ſome of the Aldermen, approved 


by theſe Rulers, choſen to ſucceed him in Office; and, 


4 in Caſe the Aldermen, who were not in the Secret, ſhould 


not come into tbeſe Meaſures, to Bold ver, and to exe- 
cute the Oſice of Lord Mayor, without any egal Eleclion, 
or Appointment, without Swearing mio Office, or putting 


on the leaft form, or Color of Law. 


Tusk Inſtructions were Reatily and reſolutely pur- 
ſeveral

ſeveral of the Aldermen, mot trufted with the Secret, were 
nominated, by Sir Samuel, put in Election, and Choſen by 
the Board, Lord Mayors, at ſeveral times; but, as often 
rejected, or "Giſapproved, by the Lords Fuſtices, Prizy-Council 
and Judges. His Nominations being, in theſe Inſtances, 
agreeable to the Board, and, conſequently, not iſputed, 
he made this an handle to demand and inf it upon it, as A 
right, inherent to his Office, to Name the three Fer ſons 
to be in Election, out of which the Alder men muſt Chuſe 
He named Conſtantine, Mi/on, and French, and ws >uld 
ſuffer none other to be put in Election. And wnen the 
Aldermen refuſed to chuſe one of theſe, he diſſolve their 
Aſſemblies, from time to time; ull not only all CH tion 
Days, but the Swearing Day elapſed, and then, l:2 A- 
3 himſelf, but without Sheriffs, as if he ha] bee 1 
legally and regularly appointed. And in this, he was 
Supported, by his Excellency Sir Conſtantine P“ 
Knight, Lord High Chancellor of Ireland, and his c. — 
Creatures and Confederates, the Privy-Council and the 
Judges, till the Queen s Death. During which time, the 
City was in inexpreſſible Confuuon and Diſorder ; the 
City Courts were ſhut up; their Quarter ><ffions and 
public Aſſemblies diſcontinued ; the Goals crowded with 
Criminals ; in ſhort, the civil Power was, for the moſt 
part, ſuſpended ; by Reaſon, no Grand Juries could be 
returned, nor Writs executed in the County of the City. 
And all this, at a Time, when Soldiers were publicly 
inliſted for the Pretender, throughout the City and King- 
dom ; not only with Inpunity, but without Molejtation, 
from the Magiſtrates. 


Bur, as ſoon as LIBERTY regained her Throne, upon 
the 2rucen's Death, their Excellencies were diſmiſſed 
their 0 honorable Friv,-Council, diſſolved; their wiſ 
and upright Judges, cofhiered, and Riomatiſed by the 
Votes of the Houſe of Commens ; and their noble Inſtru-

1 ASSEMBLY, as well, as cenſured, by the Commons, who

Ir, then, the Board of Aldermen, or the prevailing

HowzveR inſolent and evil, the Deſign of this Inſi- 


® nuation may be, it only moves me to look with Pity, 


upon ſuch mean Creatures, as are obliged to have re- 
ccurſe to every baſe, low Subterfuge and Artifice, to 
keep up any Degree of pure, popular Intereſt, or Credit. 
- hope I have given no Man room to ſuſpect me of 
under hand Dealing: On this, I ſhall venture to reſt the 
firſt Part of the Charge. As for ſecuring an Intereſt for 
another, how can that appear ?---For, when no Man ſol- 
licits an Intereſt, in the Manner, or on the Principles, 
that I do, how can any Intereſt, I obtain for myſelf, fit 
another ?---Who ſees me like an Exciſe Officer, or Poll- 
Tax Collector, prying into every Houſe tor Votes? or, 
like a recruiting Serjeant, attempting to Inliſt Fagxeg Ci- 
TIZExs, like Mercenaries, and to record their Names, 
in a Myfter-Ro!l?---] aſk no Promiſes; and if I had ob- 
tained any, 1 know ſuch Promiſes can, in their own na- 
ture, be, at beſt, but conditional; and, conſequently can, 
in no Senſe, be transferable.---That the ſeveral Candidates 
have beeu longer in the Councils of the City, than I, muſt 
certainly be confeſſed ; but that I have been longer in the 
Service of the City, than any of them, muſt I believe be 
given up; ſince none of them ever /aw, or heard of a 
CHARTER, or RECORD of the City, till I brought them

to light; nor ever gave public Oppoſition, to the Uſur- 
pations and Tyranny of the Aldermen, till T did, As for 
giving up, as they call it, my Intereſt, to another, I hope 
it now appears, evidently, abſurd and prepoſterous ;

declare, that, if 1 live, 1 will ſtand the Poll, and vindi- 
cate the Rights of every Free Elector, that Votes for me, 
to the utmoſt of my Power, tho* there ſhould be bu: ten, 
For, as 1 ſhall take no bad, or unlawful, Votes, ſo I 
ſhall fear no Scrutiny, before any Tribunal.

STITUTIONAL PRINCIPLES, Moreover, if I gain the 
Election, | ſhall gain it, with immortal Honor, to my 
Conſtituents, as well, as to my/elf; and if I loſe it, I 
loſe it with more Honor, than he, that goes upon 
contrary Principles, can poſſibly gain it. And I have
